This 
morning the Quinte brought a herd from 
down the bay and another came in from 
the north over the Belleville and North 
Hastings Railway and was unloaded at the 
market square, These were all choicd 
blood cattle. A number of horses also are 
stabled on the grounds. 

Wednesday will undoubtedly be the best 
day on account of the half holiday for the 
citizens and the holiday for school children. 
Children on that day will be admitted for 
5c. each. School children will goin a pro- 
ceasion, accompanied by their teachers. A 
diamond for baseball has been laid out 
inside of the horse track, in front of the 
grand stand. On that day the Troublers 
will engage another club in a friendly game 
of baseball.

To-day brought with it sunshine and cool 
invigorating weather, all that was deair- 
ed for the successful opening of the 
Quinte District Fair, for which the 
directors have labored so indefatiguably 
and the public generally had so much hope.

The Mayflower allows the Gal 
atea but 39 secondsover a course of 40 miles, 
and thus the British cutter is made to pay 
as much, within one sécond per milw, for 
her 1.70 ft. of excess in length as the May 
flower is for her 1,900 ft. of oxcess in canvas 
This is self-evidently unfair to the cutter, 
but as there is no hope of a change for the 
better in the New York Club's rule, noth- 
ing remains to the British but to build a 
yacht which will carry as much canvas per 
foot of herlength as does the Yankee 
craft.

The Prohibition Convention, 


| Hlow the Scott Act Works—Talk ofa Third 
Party—A Piery Debate. 
Toronto, Sept. 16.—The Pohibition 
| convention met yesterday, under the pre- 
| sidency of the Hon, S. H. Blake in the ab- 
sonce of Senator Vidal. The reports of 
delegates showed thatthe Scott Act is fairly 
enforced in some localities and very poorly 
enforced in others. Resolutions were 
adopted stating that itis the duty of the 
Ontario Government to enforce the Scott 
Act by appointing more Police Magistrates 
and to organize a Provincial police force, 
| urging the Dominion Government to 
pay over the Scott Act fines to those 
| whose duty itis to enforce the law, ard 
urging prohibitionists everywhere to organ- 
ize themselves into law and order leagues 
A hot debate took place on the question of 
political action. The Committee on Reso 
lutions reported in favor of something like 
s third party organization, and Mr. F.5 
Spence supported the proposal in a strong 
speech, He was followed by Mr. Robert 
MacLean, who moved an amendment to 
the effect that temperance men should be 
left to take independent political action and 
the Convention recommend active exertions 
to elect as many prohibitionists aap yasible 
to municipal councils, provincial legislatures 
and the Dominion Parliament.

Prospects seom to be good here for aports 
men this season, both dour and partridges 
| being plentiful, or at all evonts up to the 
As tho deor are killed off every 
| season, a fresh supply seoms to come down 
from the northern woods, and take their 
| place, an arrangement both ploasant and 
profitable to the hunter, Wo had som 
heavy bush fires this summer, and wherever 
these tires have takon place partridges are 
somewhat scarce, as the eggs or young are 
| frequently destroyed ina burned district ; 
but where the fire has not run, birds are 
plentiful enough. There will be ho lack of 
deer, however. A friend of mine living 
near Bay Lake, took a walk one day through 
the woods last summer in ‘fly time,” and 
counted six deer in marshes or by the water 
side, during the course of his ramble, 1 
am sorry to say that the slaughter of deer 
throughout the summer by the Indians 
| still continues, and as they are killed sim- 
ply for the sake of their skins, the destruc 
tion of these noble animals is of course 
great, and I think the tine has come for a 
properly authorized person to be appointed 
to look after the game in this district. 

Other wild animals are very numerous, 
and bears in particular are bold and mis- 
chievous, in the locality in which I reside 
they have done a good deal of injury to the 
oat fields. Recently a young man of the 
pame of Brown, was walking with his rifle 
on the Hastings road near Lake St. Peter, 
six miles north of Maynooth, when a large 
bear came out of the woods on to the road 
and seeing Mr, Brown he advanced towards 
him, but a rifle ball brought him up short 
and he plunged into the woods, the hunter 
inserted another charge into his rifle, and 
it was well he did so for a few moments 
afterwards the bear returned and charged 
furiously along the road at Mr. B, who 
cleverly lodged another ball in the bear, 
which stretched him out dead.

The Sudbury Bonanza. 


Return of Sir Charles Tupper and Hon, 
Thos. White from a Visic of Tnspection— 
Previous Accounts of Ite Richuess Con- 
firmed, 


Orrawa, Sept. 25.—Sir Charles Tup- 
per and Hon. Thomas White, who to- 
gether with Mr. W. 0. VanHorne, gen- 
eral manager of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, had been making a yisit of 
inspection to the Sudbury copper mine, 
returned this morning. They report 
that the copper ridge, whichis situated a 
few miles from Sudbury junction, a point 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway main 
line, 324 miles from Ottawa, is four 
milesin length, 1,500 feet wide, and 200 
feet deep, The per centage of pure cop- 
per is very large, and no richer ore has yet 
been discovered. Already operations haye 
been commencedat the mine on a somewhat 


limited scale, but measures are about to be 
taken to develope it to its fulleat, capacity. 
The ore at present is sent to New York, 
the copper being smelted there, but soon a 
crushing mill will be erected at Sudbury, 
and the work will be performed in Canada. 
The mine promises to be a source of con- 
siderable freight traflic for the railway.

A.N.& N. W. Locomotive’s Remarkable 
Mileage. 


Some time ago the Scientific American 
contained the following statement: ‘* On 
the return from New York,I road to Bound 
Brook on a Baldwin engine, No. 165, hay- 
ing’a remarkable record, viz., tha of hav- 
ing run 119,360 miles COP ecutively, with- 
out any general reps hor weight having 
not onze been lived from her drivers in 
that period,’ This was considered by the 
Bald'vin Locomotive Company themselves 
asan extraordinary record, especially in 
view of the fact that the ordinary run of a 
locomotive without generel repairs will 
average less than 560,000 miles, The record 
of the Baldwin locomotive has been far ex- 
ceeded in Canada, Engine No. 61 on the 
Northern & Northwestern Railway was 
built at the Brook’s Locomotive Works, 
at Dunkirk, N, Y., and without any 
general repairs, has exceeded tho best 
record by more than the ordinary life of a 
locottiotive, Its total mileage, without 
any gonetal repairs, has aggregated 490, 
654, and in running that ,distance has 
not had even a pin, a brass, a driving-brass 
ora flue taken out of that tmileage, After 
she had run 46,179 miles she had a slight 
accident which necessitated her being taken 
off her wheels, and she then had her tires 
turned, Since that she 7has run 146,375 
miles without being lifted off her wheels. 
She was used at first and for some time as 
a freight engine, but at the time of the ac- 
cident was converted into a passenger en- 
gine. Sho has a 17x24 cylinder and 5 foot 
driver. She has now just come out of the 
shop with Clark & Reid’s new smoke box 
and stack,and is working very successfully, 
Her engineer, Mr. Robert Pearson, has 
been in the employ of the Northern Rail- 
way for thirty-one years, and has run con- 
siderably over a million miles without an 
accident worthy of record It is needless

The education of the colt should com- 
mence when he is very young, and by those 
only who are themselves educated, or at 
least have common sense enough to know 
how. Horses of high mettle are more eas- 
ily educated than those of lecs or dull spir- 
its, and are more susceptible to ill training 
or bad management, and consequently may 
be made good or bad according to the edu- 
cation they receive. But horses of dull 
spirits are susceptible to bad management, 
and in them may be found the most pro- 
voking obstinacy and vicious habits of dif- 
ferent characters that render them almost 
worthless. Could the coming generation 
of horses in this country be kept, from ear- 
liest colthood to the age of 5 years, wholly 
in the hands =f good and faithful managers, 
there would be a vast difference in the gen- 
eral character of these noble animals. 

If a colt is never allowed to get an advan- 
tage, it will never know that it possesses a 
power which man cannot control; and if 
made familiar with strange objects, it will 
not be skittish and nervous, Above all 
things, a colt should early be taught to stop 
at the word ‘‘whoa!” he should be made to 
stand quietly while you are gatting in or 
out of the carriage or waggon to which he 
is hitched, as the lack of this part of his 
education subjects the person or persons 
using him to frequent annoyance and often 
serious injury. Vicious habits are easily 
induced in horses by tickling or plaguing 
them while in the stable, and under no cir- 
cumstances should this ever be tolerated. 
Never beat or use hard language to a horse 
in the stable, unless you prefer a vicious to 
a clever one. A horse is susceptible of tak- 
ing in a vast amount of knowledge ; and his 
education should be of the nature that will 
render him the most safe and useful. 


Seven Points in Managing Milk. 


(Prof. Arnold in N, Y. Tribune.) 

1. To make the finest flavored and long- 
est keeping butter the cream must undergo 
a ripening process by exposure to the 
oxygen of the air while it 1s rising. The 
ripening is very tardy where the tempera- 
ture is low. 

2. After cream becomes sour, the more 
ripening the more it depreciates, The 
sooner it is then skimmed and churned the 
better, but it should not be churned while 
too new. The best time for skimming and 
churning is just before acidity becomes ap- 


nt. 

3. Cream makes better butter to rise in 
cold air than to rise in cold water, but it 
will rise sooner in cold water, and the milk 
will keep sweeter longer. => 

4. The deeper milk is set the less airing 
the cream gets while rising. : 

5. The depth of setting should with 
the temperature ; the lower it is,the deeper 
milk may be set ; the higher, the shallower 
it should be. 

6. While milk is standing for cream to 
rise, the purity of the cream, and conse- 
quently the fine flavor and keeping of the 
butter, will be injured if the surface of the 
cream is exposed freely to air much warmer 
than the cream. 

7. When cream is colder than the sur- 
rounding air, it takes up moisture and 
impurities from the surrounding air. When 
the air is colder than the cream, it takes 
up moisture and whatever escapes from the 
cream. In the former case the cream puri 
fies the surrounding air ; in the latter case 
the air helps to purify the cream, The 
selection ok creamer should hinge on 
what is most desired—highest quality, or 
greatest convenience and economy in tame,
